AN EXPEDITION AGAINSE THE -MOHMANDS, 

Allnhabad, Sept. 3.—The Government 
of India has at last sanctioned offensive 
measures being taken against the tribesmon 
on the Peshawar border.

-9,000 meri. After the despatch of the th 
Bengal Cavalry, the Ist Battalion 2nd 
Gurkhas, and the 30th Punjab Infantry to 
Kohat, provision will be made for main- 
taining st Peshawar a force sufficient to 
watch the Afridi border. Tho action againat 
the Mohmands is well timed, as the Hadda 
Mullah is said to be already on tho move 
with 4,000 Baizai Mohmands, his intention 
being to visit Shabkadar again. There can 
be no doubt that a policy of inactivity on 
the Peshawar border was cresting ‘a bad 
effect, not only along the whole length of 
the North-Weat Frontier but in India it- 
self, as the success of the Afridi raid in the 
Khyber has beon exaggerated in every 
quarter. .
